ecause of the shortage of 

playing fields in town, 

youth sports league repre- 
sentatives are not as worried 
about whether teams win or lose, 
as they are about where teams 
will play their games. That may

These people already have 
evaluated each of the 10 sites 
based on eight criteria. 

Of the 10 sites, the highest rat- 
ings were in favor of placing one 
or more fields near the ledge by 
Chandler fields, or on land by 
West Elementary or Sanborn 
schools, 

“Now we need to sit down and 
talk,” said Peg Campbell, Depart- 
ment of Community Services 
program coordinator. “This is 
the first time the people who 
filled out the evaluations are

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Primestar expanding; offering more TV options

TCI Cablevision may be losing some 
customers — to itself. 

Arriving in the mail at many 
Andover homes last week was informa- 
tion about Primestar, a growing satel- 
lite service partially owned by TCI. 

“We’ve grown over 10 times in as 
many months,” said Scott Bailey, cus- 
tomer operations manager at Conti- 
nental Satellite Company of New Eng- 


land, the Dover N.H., distributor of 


Primestar servicing Essex County. 
“It’s become a very, very popular ser- 
vice.” 

Created by six national cable 
providers — including TCI Cablevision 
— as a way to service outlying areas, 
Primestar has been available locally 
since 1991. The company and service 
are rapidly growing, according to Mr. 
Bailey. “We were never as big as we 
are now, in terms of channels and sub- 
scribers,” he said. 

Subscribers pay a one-time fee, cur- 
rently $195, that covers the installation 


of a 30-inch satellite dish, digital receiv- 
er and remote control. Monthly fees 
depend on the programming chosen, 
but are generally in the $20-$30 range. 
Maintenance, repairs and equipment 
upgrades are at no extra cost. 

The company increased its program- 
ming from 10 to 60 channels last 
August, and added another 10 channels 
in March, 

“We’re planning another expansion 
in late summer, early fall,” said Mr. 
Bailey. “It’s a major expansion... 150 to 
200 channels.” 

Most of his subscribers either are 
unable to get cable television, he said, 
or are looking for an alternative — more 
movies, sports or other specialty chan- 
nels. 

Advantages of satellite television 
include the sound and picture quality, 
as well as the variety in programming 
- multiplex premium channels, 15 
sports channels and specialty channels 
such as Sci-Fi Channel, TV Japan, The 
Golf Channel and both the east- and

west-coast showing of The Disney 
Channel. 

“Tf you missed a show on (Disney 
Channel east), you can watch it three 
hours later,” said Mr. Bailey. 

For music buffs, six music channels 
offer compact-disc quality sound. “It’s 


just like having a CD player in the 


house,” said Mr. Bailey. He said the 
number of music channels will expand 
to about 20 by the end of the summer. 

“The picture quality and sound is 
like nothing else,” said Mr. Bailey. “As 
a digital medium it sets us apart.” 

Disadvantages stem from Primestar 
being a national network. Local pro- 
gramming, including local network 
and area stations, is not available 
through the satellite system. 

“The antenna is the most common 
alternative” for customers who use 
Primestar but want local coverage, he 
said. Some subscribers choose the 
basic service from their local cable 
company and augment that service 
with Primestar offerings. 


Primestar prices range from $26.95 
for the “prime choice” package — with 
Cartoon Network, ESPN, USA, TNT, 
NESN, 18 other sports channels, 6 
audio channels, The Discovery, Learn- 
ing, Family and Disney Channels and 
about 20 others — to $49.95 for a package 
that currently includes three-channel 
HBO service, two-channel Cinemax, 
Sci-Fi Channel and about 75 other 
channels.

The state is about to start building a facili- 
ty on Berry Pond in Harold Parker State For- 
est that would house a changing room for 
swimmers, a warming room for ice skaters 
and cross-country skiers, and bathrooms 
that could be used year round. 

“We are creating a day-use facility,” Stew- 
art Weinreb, project manager for the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Management, said 
last Friday. 

“The building contract is about ready to 
go,” Mr. Weinreb said. “I expect we'll have a 
contractor on site within a few weeks.” 

Berry Pond itself is in North Andover, but 
is accessed off Jenkins Road in Andover, 
across from the end of Harold Parker Road. 
The 40-by-48-foot “comfort station” will 
straddle the Andover/North Andover line,

according to Mr. Weinreb. It will 
include an information window and 
a small office for a staff person.

The cost of the entire project, 
including $220,000 for the building, is 
forecast at $600,000 and will be fund- 
ed through state bonds.

Mr. Weinreb said he hoped to begin 
construction on the building in two 
or three weeks. The swimming facili- 
ty will not be ready for this season, 
but the building should be completed 
in about three months, in plenty of 
time for next winter’s skating and 
swimming season, he said.

“There was a day-use area there previous- 
ly and the building burned down in the ’70s,” 
he said. 

People do swim at Berry Pond now, 
according to Mr. Weinreb, but it is not autho- 
rized or staffed. The new facility will be 
staffed with lifeguards during the swimming 
season. 

Skate, ski and bike rentals 

Mr. Weinreb said there are no definite 
plans to have skate, ski or bicycle rentals on 
the site, but that if a private vendor wanted 
to propose such a venture, it would be consis- 
tent with the type of use the state wants to 
encourage there. 

“I think it would be perfectly reasonable 
for someone to do that,” Mr. Weinreb said. 

He said someone recently proposed oper- 
ating a mountain-bike rental business in the 
park, and that that was not unreasonable. 

“Tt fits into the plan on how we would run 
the state forest,” Mr. Weinreb said. 

Mr. Weinreb said DEM has a citizens advi- 
sory committee that helps decide what uses 
would be appropriate in such situations, and 
that there would not necessarily be a public 
hearing to determine what uses would or 
should be allowed in the park unless there 
was reason to believe a use would be contro- 
versial, 

The North Andover man who proposed 
the mountain-bike rental business and who 
asked not to be named told the Townsman 
that he is discouraged by the high cost of lia- 
bility insurance required by the state.

Responding to concerns about the 
excessive dust caused by the South 
School construction project, officials 
presented South parents Friday morn- 
ing with the findings of an air-quality 
study. 

“T think we've been trying to be very 
responsive to the concerns,” said 
Kileen Woods, South principal. “Our 
top priority is the children and the 
staff.” 

Teachers and students first started 
complaining about the dust in the 
building about two months ago, accord- 
ing to Everett Penney, health director. 

“We've been dealing with the prob- 
lem off and on for eight weeks with 
parents calling here and there,” said 
Mr. Penney. 

As a result, Mr. Penney met with the 
contractor who agreed to increase ven- 
tilation and use a special vacuum 


cleaner that picks up fine particles. 
The administration also hired an 
industrial hygienist and an occupation- 
al health specialist to measure the 
school’s air quality. 

Although some were concerned 
because the cement being mixed for 
construction contains silica sand - 
which in large amounts is believed to 
cause cancer - officials say the sand 
mixture does not pose a health threat 
to South students, 

The industrial hygienist studying 
South’s condition “took a look at the 
silica sand and didn’t think it was 
applicable to this situation as a car- 
cinogen,” said Mr. Penney. Certain 
beaches in California have warning 
signs posted about the sand. 

Jim Heiberg, architect, last month 
told the School Building Committee 
warnings regarding the mixing of the 
beach sand and concrete “read like the

next coming of the pod people.” But he 
downplayed the risk involved.

To change or not fo change? 


Andover High alumni talk 
about Warrior symbol

In the fall of 19638, the Blue 
Devil was banished from 
Andover High School sports and 
the Andover Golden Warrior 
was born. Now the School Com- 
mittee will decide whether it’s 
time to put that old soldier to 
rest as well. 

Because many believe the 
symbol is demeaning to native 
Americans, students have asked 
the committee to change the 
logo, which features the silhou- 
ette of a native American with 
headdress. 

Wednesday night, after the 
Townsman went to press, the 
School Committee listened to 
Andover High alumni, teachers 
and students discuss what 
should be done about the 
Andover High mascot and logo. 

Chances are, however, they 
didn’t hear from the Warrior 
mascot himself. 

According to the 1964 year-

book, “During an impressive ral- 
ly in the fall, Sebastian Cataudel- 
la personified the mascot by 
appearing in an original Indian 
costume.” 

Today, Sebastian “Buster” 
Cataudella, a math teacher liv- 
ing in New Hartford, N.Y., said 
he wants the Warrior to contin- 
ue, However, he also said he 
wouldn't support it if it offended 
native Americans. 

Mr. Cataudella, captain of the 
gymnastics team while in school, 
said he became the mascot 
because he was asked to by his 
gymnastics coach. 

“He was looking for a person 
to emulate the Golden Warrior,” 
said Mr. Cataudella. “I really 
was almost a little embarrassed 
at the time.” 

Mr. Cataudella also said he 
believes the mascot is something 
for student and student-athletes 
to rally around, and little more.

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Court case for Campbell

As part of a continuing effort 
to keep Sam Campbell, West Mid- 
dle School principal, in Andover, 
parents of a West Middle student 
are filing a court action to com- 


pel Dick Neal, superintendent of 


schools, to explain why he forced 
Dr. Campbell to resign. 

“It just needs to be done. We 
do need some answers. That's 
about all,” said Lynne Robidoux, 
who along with her husband, 
Richard, is a plaintiff in the case. 

Ms. Robidoux said the civil 
action will be filed in Salem 
Superior Court at the latest by 
today, Thursday. Mark Miliotis 
and Andrea Papp Thorn, a pair 
of lawyers who live here, are rep- 
resenting the Robidouxes. Dr. 
Campbell has no active role in 
this case. 

The Robidouxes are asking 
the court to order Mr. Neal to: 

¢ Provide a written explana- 
tion why Dr. Campbell was “dis- 
missed”; 

« Show that as of March 7, 
1995, there was good cause to dis- 


miss Dr, Campbell, as required 
by state law; and 

* Follow the applicable laws, 
particularly those relating to the 
statutory rights of public school 
employees. 

The action reads, “In the 
event that (Mr.) Neal fails to 
establish that such ‘good cause’ 
existed for dismissal of Dr. 
Campbell as principal of West 
Middle, the plaintiffs ask that 
this Honorable Court issue an 
order compelling (Mr. Neal) to 
offer to renew Dr. Campbell’s 
contract as the principal of West 
Middle School for the 1995-1996 
school year.” 

Last June, Dr. Campbell did 
sign a statement with Mark 
McQuillan, former superinten- 
dent, saying he would resign if, 
following the annual evaluations 
of all administrators, Dr. 
McQuillan’s successor “does not 
believe Dr. Campbell has made 
significant improvement.” 

However, the plaintiffs are 
alleging Mr. Neal violated state 
law (Mass. General Law, Ch. 71)

when he presented Dr. Campbell with a 
choice of either resigning or facing non- 
renewal of contract. 

The civil action states Mr. Neal cannot 
refuse to renew a contract without good 
cause, and alleges Mr. Neal never furnished 
a written notice of intent to dismiss Dr. 
Campbell, nor furnished Dr. Campbell with a 
written explanation of grounds for dismissal. 

“(Mr. Neal) did an end run on the statuto- 


ry provision,” said Ms, Thorn. “In three dif- 
ferent ways, he violated the law. That’s what 
we allege. (There was) no good faith, no good 
cause, and no applicable procedures fol- 
lowed.” 

Mr. Neal was not available for comment 
because of Wednesday morning meetings. 

He will select the next principal of West 
Middle and has been meeting with four final- 
ists selected by an interview committee.

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Suwa’ Bound names national center for Josh Miner

utward Bound USA last week 
() snore Andover resident 
Joshua L. Miner, its founder, 
with the dedication of the school’s new 
national center in his name. 

The Joshua L, Miner National Out- 
ward Bound Center consists of a 
restored 103-year-old building, which 
will house offices, on 150 acres of wood- 
ed conservation land along the Hudson 
River in Garrison, N.Y. It’s across the 
river from West Point and about an 
hour north of New York City. 

Outward Bound leased the property 
from the Open Space Institute and 
Scenic Hudson, two local conservation 
groups, for $1 a year for 40 years with 


an option to buy it for $1 at the end of 


that time. Nearly $1 million raised for 
the property will be used to maintain 
the property the way it is today. 

Outward Bound is a non-profit edu- 
cational organization aimed at build- 
ing character in the individual 
through experienced-based group pro- 
grams primarily in wilderness set- 
tings. Outward Bound was founded by 
Kurt Hahn, a German educator, in 
Scotland during World War II. Mr. 
Miner worked with Mr. Hahn in the 
1950s and brought the Outward Bound 
philosophy to Phillips Academy in 
Andover, where Mr. Miner taught and 
served as dean of admissions, before 
founding the first Outward Bound 
school in this country in Colorado in 
1961. 

Today, Outward Bound USA has 
five schools — in Maine, Minnesota, 
Colorado, North Carolina and Oregon — 
and two urban centers —- on Thompson 
Island in Boston Harbor and in New 
York City — that host 30,000 students 
each year and claim more than 350,000 
alumni. Outward Bound schools have 
also opened in New Zealand, Singa- 
pore, Hong Kong, Great Britain, 
Netherlands, Kenya and Germany. 

Members of OB'’s International 
Advisory Board representing most of 
those countries were among the rough- 
ly 150 guests who attended the dedica- 
tion ceremonies in Garrison Monday, 
June 5. Mr. Miner, his wife, Phebe, and 
their five children were joined by rela- 
tives, friends, past and present trustees 
of the school and some of the school’s 
strongest supporters from the business 
community in dedicating the new facil- 
ity. One highlight was when Bob 
Gable, of Andover and a former chair- 
man of OB’s Board of Trustees, read a 
congratulatory fax to Mr. Miner signed 
by “Philip,” duke of oe:

But many of those who spoke told 
stories, mostly of adventures with Mr. 
Miner, as did he in his own acceptance 
speech. 

“There are a lot of the people here 
today who really deserve a very special 
thanks for having made Outward 
Bound and having made today possi- 
ble. I look at all kinds of wonderful 
faces, of old friends, and I'd love to go 
through a litany, but I’m going to resist 
the temptation,” Mr. Miner said 

“Paul Petzhold (who later founded 
the Northern Outdoor Leadership 
School), I couldn’t have gotten through 
that summer of Outward Bound with- 
out you, I had never seen a Rocky. I 
didn’t know what a Rocky Mountain 
was. Ha! And here I was in charge of 
the Outward Bound program. And I 
learned more from Paul in a very short 
time. Fortunately I broke my leg or I 
might have... I remember calling my 
mother and telling her — I called her up 
in the middle of the night — and she 
said, “Where are you?” And I said, “I’m 
in the hospital, Mom.” And she said, 
“Thank God.” 

And he thanked his wife, Phebe. 

“You know what she’s done? In the 
days when we were trying to get Out- 
ward Bound going in 1952, nobody 
wanted to listen to what this was all 
about. Nobody cared. We were at the 
peak of our national arrogance. We’d 
never lost a war. We were richer than 
any other nation. We were further 
advanced scientifically. It was the year 
of the ugly American. And the thought 
that we might copy something from 
abroad went over like a pair of urani- 
um knickers — it wasn’t going to work 
at all. 

“And I would pound pavement on 
Madison Avenue and Wall Street talk- 
ing to one mogul after another and the 
conservation inevitably went like this: 
‘Miner have I got this straight? You 
intend to separate the great unwashed 
American public from its hard earned 
money for 26 days of guaranteed mis- 
ery. Have I got that right? There must 


be something wrong.” 

“And raising money was very hard 
in those days, very hard. And Phebe 
stuck by her husband on a crazy, crazy 
hope. And I don’t know how you did it 
but you did it, and I thank you.” 

He talked about Ernest “Tap” Tap- 
ley, from Amesbury, the first paid 
employee of Outward Bound USA and 
“who really, really stood for the 
essence of Outward Bound.” 

“He was probably the greatest ath- 
lete, or most highly endowed person as 
far as manual intelligence was con- 
cerned, that I’ve ever known in the 
world. He not only could skin a mule, 
he could fly fish and keep four loops in 
the air at once, he could fletch his own

managed to do, any sane person would 
have acclaimed ‘good job.’ As it was 
there was more, much more. There 
was Dad, who performed his job as 
father with enthusiasm, intensity, 
passion and creativity. 

“We were all taught that we were 
part of a team, ‘Help your- 
mother,’ was a common com- 
mand. The boys did the trash, 
mowed the lawn, burned the 
brush, The girls cleaned bath- 
rooms, set the table, changed 
beds. We all worked in the 
garden. On weekday morn: ~ 
ings my brother Josh and my brother 
John would help each other get 
dressed in the middle of the kitchen, 
while my mother made breakfast. 
Louise brought my baby brother Dan 
to the kitchen table. 

“My father believed that developing 
skills would result in a sense of confi- 
dence, Above the kitchen table where 
we all sat down for every meal, a globe 
was suspended and there was a map of 
the United States glued to the ceiling, 
Geography was a popular game used 
to keep warring factions distracted. 
Second helpings were often auctioned 
off with a math problem. We spent 
evenings doing our age in sit-ups, try- 
ing to hoist our chins level with the 
chin-up bar in the kitchen doorway, or 
playing family games of Michigan or 
five card stud. We all were taught a 
musical instrument, how to tie knots, 
to fish and to change a tire. 

“There was a pervasive sense of 
adventure that lingered in the air 
around our house. On Sundays we 
would often do something as a family. 
A picnic to Prospect Hill, after which 
we might be told on the way back, ‘I 
bet you guys can figure out how to get 
home from here.’ And out of the car 
we would tumble and off we would go. 
We hiked, we camped, we explored 
New England with Dad — in the car, on 
foot and in boats. Going to do an 
errand in downtown Andover with 
Dad was an adventure ~ people to dis- 
cover, new facets of the town to 
explore. 

“One summer when I was 14 and 
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Dan, the youngest, was 7, all seven 
Miners and our dog camped across the 
country. Louise had the thankless 
task of keeping the Volkwagen bus 
from running out of gas by accurately 
tracking the rate at which we were 
consuming fuel. (In those days VW 
buses did not have gas gauges.) John 
= was in charge of bears. Strik- 

ing camp was a feat. The 


set up the tent. Girls found 

firewood and water. We were 

so slick with the routine that 

Dad was timing our perfor- 
~ mance proudly by the time 
we had reached Michigan, 

“We drove from Andover to Oregon 
and from Oregon to Marble, Colo., 
where Dad was to direct one of the 
first Colorado Outward Bound cours- 
es, There at the school, we were 
allowed to participate in some of the 
programming. We were treated to 
rock climbing. We each were terrified 
by a solo, This was our first real sense 
of what it was that Dad had been talk- 
ing about. The novelty and majesty of 
the mountains was profound. The dra- 
ma of the rock climbing was terrify- 
ing. The magic of the wild flowers and 
the crystal blue of the sky were new 
and dazzling phenomena. But the 
overall sense of the school and what it 
was about resonated a familiar chord. 
For it was about adventure (finding 
your way home from a picnic). It was 
about team work (helping your sib- 
lings get ready for the day). It was 
about building confidence through 
skill (chin-ups, sit-ups, globe and ceil- 
ing maps). Most of all, it was about 
understanding and seeing our father 
as a man with clarity of vision and 
purpose. That is my father’s gift to 
each of us — vision and creativity, 
fueled by energy and passion. 

“So on this day, the occasion that 
honors you, Dad, your five children 
and all of your family feel an enor- 
mous sense of pride in your unswerv- 
ing dedication and loyalty to your val- 
ues and to that strength, energy, fun 
and adventure that was the central 
theme of our family experience. 

“Congratulations, Dad.”

the new use is not “substantially differ- 
ent” than the previous use, according 
to Mr. Colyer. 

In this case, the planners voted to 
waive the requirement, “seeing that 
the use of the building as a funeral 
home would have the same or less 
impact as for office use,” he said. 

The property, zoned for commercial 
use, has been on the market for several 
years. With the board’s waiver 
approval, Tony Conte, of Dewhirst & 
Conte, said he will go ahead with plans 
to purchase the property. 

The four large offices existing in the 
building would probably generate 
more traffic than a funeral home, said 
Mr. Conte. 

“Our purpose would, I believe, 
downsize the impact of traffic on the 
neighborhood,” he stated in a letter to 
the board. “Furthermore, a funeral 
home tends to be a much more residen- 
tial-oriented service.” 

The property has 25 on-site parking 
places, adequate for the 10-15 cars Mr. 
Conte predicts for afternoon calling 
hours, and for the 15-20 cars predicted

in the evening. 

Mr. Conte said the home will handle 
about 40 funerals a year, with most 
funeral services being held in area 
churches. 

Renovation plans include creating a 
40-chair chapel, morgue, casket show- 
room, sitting areas, restrooms and an 
employee area. Exterior changes would 
be limited to the replacement of the 
front stairs with a street-level access; 
adding a single garage door in the rear; 
and extending the roof line — from hip 
to gable — without adding height to the 
structure,

arrows and hit a bird on the wing, he 
could pitch horseshoes blindfolded, he 
was the best ski instructor in Aspen, 
10th Mountain Division, architect, vio- 
linist, planner, leader, and above all 
teacher.” 

He related how Tapley would use all 
his skills to demonstrate a lesson to the 
students rather than tell it to them. 

“And you know, this is the essence 
of great Outward Bound teaching: No. 
1 — expertise. Really know your stuff 
and be able to do it. Really know it. Sec- 
ondly, don’t teach. As Hahn would say, 
every time you teach somebody some- 
thing you deny him the thrill of discov- 
ery. Stop teaching. But lead them into 
discovery. That’s what Tap could do. 
And that’s the essence of Outward 
Bound instructorship. 

“It’s already been said today one 
way or another, that if you’re very 
lucky in your life —- and I mean really, 
really lucky — you'll run into one good 
idea. And when you run into that idea 
you want to hang onto it and you want 
to cherish it, and you want to protect it, 
and you want to learn to live with it. 
But above all, never let it go. And all of 
us today who are here have the good 
fortune to be associated with a great 
idea. So let’s hang onto our idea of OB, 
and let’s protect it and let’s be sure of 
the integrity of it, and the intensity of 
it, and in so doing, we will be among 
the luckiest people in the world.” 

Mr. Gable earlier had called Mr. 
Miner “a remarkable, unique, gifted 
individual who has dedicated his life to 
young people — as we like to say, a kids’ 
person.” 

“Tf you’re lucky, you know one per- 
son in your life like Josh Miner. If

you’re super lucky, you get to steal 
horses with him. Josh, there must be a 
better expression of what you and I 
have done,” Mr. Gable said. 

He told a story brought up by sever- 
al of those who spoke about a rafting 
trip to Green River, Utah, in 1974. 

“It was a very memorable experi- 
ence because we had the CEOs of John- 
son and Johnson, Xerox, and Pruden- 
tial surance hung up on a rock in the 
middle of (big) rapids: Steve McCul- 
lough, Jim Burke and Bob Beck. And 
we had to affect a rope rescue one by 
one. It could have all been over there 
folks. Beck had just insured McCul- 
lough for $4.5 million — insisted on 
being in the raft with him with a line 
attached. I’m not sure he was too hap- 
py when they were all on that rock.” 

The night before, when they had 
arrived in Green River, the river was 
dry. Mr. Miner called the gate keeper 
at the dam up river, then the gate-keep- 
er’s boss, explained who was on the 
trip, and got a major release of water 
from the valve boss, “once he realized 
his job was at stake.” 

Art Rutenberg, another former 
chairman of OB, was also on the Green 
River trip and said that after Mr. Beck, 
the Prudential CEO, pulled Mr. McCul- 
lough, the Xerox CEO, out of the water,

Mr. Rutenberg asked if that effort was 
friendship or business. “A little of 
both,” was the reply. 

“Today, he’s second only to Kurt 
Hahn as the soul of OB worldwide,” 
Mr. Rutenberg said of Mr. Miner. 

Brooks Thomas, also a former OB 
chairman, said Outward Bound has 
grown almost beyond recognition in 
the 17 years he’s been involved with it. 

“But I said almost beyond recogni- 
tion. What hasn’t changed, thank God, 
is Josh. All organizations need to 
change and to adapt, to embrace new 
ideas and to grow. But they also need 
their compass, their sense of history 
and purpose, their souls. And that’s 
what Josh has unrelentingly reminded 
us of time and again over the years. 
Whether the issue has been commercial 
ventures or new programs or new mar- 
kets or new leadership, Josh has 
always been there to remind us of our 
mission, our standards, our special 
insight, never allowed it to be diluted or 
distorted or swept away, whatever the 
current passion or temptation may be. 
No mere building can fulfill this role, 
not even one older than all of us, as this 
one is. But if it can serve another hun- 
dred years to remind us, and those who 
come after us, of the qualities and pur- 
pose of the man for whom today we 


name it, it will serve us well indeed.” 

John Raynolds, past president and 
CEO of Outward Bound USA, said he 
spent a lot of time in Andover staying 
at the Miners’ house “and kind of sat at 
his knee for a while to find out about 
what I refer to as the moral compass 
that Josh represents.” 

“You have talked over the years 
about the ripple effect, and you’re a 
tidal wave in terms of what happened 
with the ripple effect of Outward 
Bound,” Mr. Raynolds said. 

Allen Grossman, current president 
of OB, said that in many ways what the 
center means for Outward Bound is 
“what Josh Miner has meant to Out- 
ward Bound and has meant to all of us 
as individuals.” 

That is “to be unwavering keeping 
the philosophy of Kurt Hahn alive in 
this country and responsive to the 
problems facing the youth of our soci- 
ety; to be sensitive to the needs of every 
Outward Bound constituent from the 
instructor in Northern Minnesota to 
the student in our STEP program in 
Florida; to, in Josh’s words, provide 
the glue that makes us all conscious 
that we belong to the same community 
with common values and goals; to pro- 
vide a national voice for Outward 
Bound; to focus on and monitor the 
safety and quality of every Outward 
Bound program; to always emphasize 
what is important to the system as a 
whole; to be a trusted source of advice 
for every member of the Outward 
Bound community, and finally, most 
like Josh, to always provide perspec- 
tive, see the humorous side of any 
issue, and to be easily accessible to all 
of us. And to absolutely, absolutely 
always speak with a booming voice.”

She’s 18 years old, class salutatorian 
with high honors, president of the 
National Honor Society and headed to 
Nichols College in the fall to study 
business. She will use $1,950 in local 
scholarships from groups such as the 
Shawsheen Village Women’s Club, the 
Andona Society and her school’s facul- 
ty, and $5,500 a year Nichols is giving 
her, to help pay her tuition. And this 
summer, she will try to save more 
money for college while working full 
time at Alternate Circuit Technology 
Inc. in Haverhill. 

“T work in the photo print depart- 
ment and we make circuit boards,” 
said Malissa Guilmette, of 99 North St. 

Ms. Guilmette recently received her 
four-year certificate in electronics 
from Greater Lawrence Technical 
School in West Andover, that in 
addition to her diploma for academic 
achievement. And not only did she 
have perfect attendance her four years 
at the Tech, her guidance records show 
that Ms, Guilmette had perfect atten- 
dance for the previous eight years 
while at West Elementary and West 
Middle schools. She, however, said that 
is not the case. 

“IT had to have an eye operation (in 
first grade), and 1 missed one day.” 

Apparently that was an excused 
absence. 

“l’m happy when I go 12 days” with- 
out an absence, joked Frank Vacirca,

* Four years participation in the 
National Honor Society’s Christmas 
program visiting elderly in their 
homes; 

¢ Three years of softball at the Tech, 
and volleyball her first year there; 

* Chosen top student in the electrical 
shop and top shop student in the entire 
school by the faculty and administra- 
tion, and selected to represent the 
school at the annual conference of the 
Massachusetts Association of Voca- 
tional Administrators. 

“She’s a very nice kid, very self 
effacing,” Mr. Vacirca said. “She’s one 
of the unsung heroes. Selfishly, as an 
educator, those are the ones you have 
to take a little indulgence with after-

wards.” 

Mr. Vacirca also lauded Ms. Guil- 
mette’s parents, Richard P.J. and Anne 
Guilmette, for being very supportive of 
their daughter and of vocational educa- 
tion. Mr. Guilmette served with his 
daughter on the School Advisory Coun- 
cil as a parent, and hopes to continue 
on the council next year as a concerned 
citizen. 

“T marvel at that school,” Mr. 
mette said this week. 

He credited Marsha McDonough, 
Mr. Vacirca and other administrators 
and faculty for making great strides at 
the school in terms of academics. 

Ms. Guilmette finished school with a 
3.86 grade point average, just .04 of a 
point back from the class valedictorian 
and her good friend, Dawn Paradis. 

“That’s another thing about Malis- 
sa, she’s very supportive of her friend,” 
Mr. Vacirca said. 

“T think the biggest thing about this 
kid is she’s done so much and doesn’t 
want to tell anyone about it,” Mr. 
Vacirca said. “She just takes it for 
granted.” 

Why the Tech? 

Ms. Guilmette is not the first mem- 
ber of her family to attend the Tech. 
Two sisters, Julie O’Wril, '84, and Lin- 
da Deforest, ’88, and some cousins 
went to the school before her. A third 
sister, Judith Deforest, attended 
Andover High. 

“1 didn’t want to just go through 
four more years of school. I wanted 
something different. I wanted some- 
thing technical,” Ms. Guilmette said 
during a visit to the Townsman last 
week. “I also wanted to be with some 
different people — a mixture of people 
from different towns.” 

She liked the alternating format of 
being in academics one week, then 
being in shop class or at work the next. 
She worked at Bull HN Information 
Systems in Lawrence and at McDon- 
ald’s in Tewksbury while in school, but 
will work full time with Alternate Cir- 
cuit this summer. 

When Ms. Guilmette started at the 
Tech, first-year students had to choose 
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an area of study right away. Today, 
students can take a variety of courses 
the first two years, and don’t have to 
choose a discipline until junior year. 

When she was in middle school, 
“there was nothing to tell you about 
the Voke,” Ms. Guilmette said. “Half 
the kids probably don’t even know it’s 
there.” 

Ms. Guilmette only knew about it 
because it was across the street from 
her house, and because her sisters 
went there, she said. “They have to 
start advertising more,” she said of the 
school. 

She was one of two Andover gradu- 
ates among the 276 GLTS graduates 
this year. Sarah Chlebowski, also of 
North Street, was the other. 

Only six Andover students are in 
the three classes returning to the Tech 
in the fall, and as of right now, no 
Andover residents will be first-year 
students at GLTS next year. 

“When I went in as a freshman they 
didn’t really offer that many college 
courses,” Ms. Guilmette said. They 
offer more now, she said. 

“I wish they’d offered more, but 
(those) they did offer were pretty good. 
My college English was pretty hard.” 

Malissa’s mother, Anne, credits the 
school with a lot of her daughter’s suc- 
cess, 

“T think a lot of people discriminate 
against the Voke because it’s a techni- 
cal school,” the elder Ms. Guilmette 
said. “But I think it’s just as good a 
school in their criteria,” academic and 
technical. “I think (the Tech students) 
work even harder because they have to 
do two things instead of just aca- 
demics.” 

Anne Guilmette said Andover resi- 
dents don’t attend the Tech “because 
they figure it’s beneath them.” The for- 
mer Anne Boulanger, she attended 
Andover schools and graduated from 
Andover High, class of ’64. 

“T think the Voke is very good, 
said, 

Mr. Guilmette said Tech students 
have two chances for success. They can 
do poorly in shop studies, but still 
graduate with a diploma if they excel 
in academics. Or they may be weak in 
academics, but they can do well in 
shop and still attain a certificate in a 
technical field, and go back for their 
GED later. 

Or, like Malissa, they can do both. 

“There’s no question in my mind 
we're proud of her,” her father said. 

Ms. Guilmette is among 40 percent 
of graduates who will go on to college, 
he said. 

“And that’s a good percentage for a 
technical school,” Mr. Guilmette said. 

The Tech school has a video about 
the school. It’s available at both the 
Andover middle schools for parents 
and students to view, and the younger 
Ms. Guilmette said more residents 
should at least look at the Tech. 

Race and violence 

Ms. Guilmette said she knows a lot 
of Andover people perceive the pre- 
dominantly Hispanic population at the 
Tech as negative, “I think people have 
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to get over that,” she said. 

In any case, when she was going to 
West Middle her bus stop on North 
Street was predominantly Hispanic, 
she said. 

“My whole life I grew up in 
Andover, and people you meet assume 
you're a snob.” 

Ms. Guilmette did lose touch with 
her Andover friends, but part of that 
was her own fault, she said. 

“T didn’t really keep in close touch.” 

One of her best friends moved out of 
Andover in seventh grade anyway, and 
she made new friends at the Tech. She 
and Ms. Chlebowski, who she knew in 
the younger grades, remain friends. 

Violence is another issue Andover 
residents have with the Tech. Ms. Guil- 
mette said there is violence at the 
school — a lot of fights — but that in four 
years she never became in involved in 
any. 

“Tt is bad. But you can still go there 
and if you mind your own business you 
can get an education.” 

School officials need to enforce the 
rules against violence more fervently, 
she said, and not be giving slaps on the 
wrists for violations. Even pranks like 
pulling fire alarms, which was a prob- 
lem at the school this spring, should be 
dealt with sternly, she said. 

“They need to put their foot down 
and not fool around anymore and say, 
‘If you want to play these stupid games, 
you're out of here.’ ” 

She said there are incidents with 
knives or guns, but more often the vio- 
lence involves fights in shop areas 
where a hand tool, pipe or board may 
serve as a convenient weapon. 

School spirit is also less than it 
could be, Ms. Guilmette said. 

“Our school needs to work on that. 
Our school needs school spirit,” she 
said. “It’s hard being from four differ- 
ent towns. It’s really hard to get people 
together after school for this or that.” 
On to college 

Now it’s on to the next step. She was 
accepted by Nichols College, a four- 
year business school in Dudley. She'll 
study accounting. 

But after taking an accounting 
course at Northern Essex Community 
College while still at the Tech, she isn’t 
sure she’ll stick with that. She’d rather 
study business. 

“I’m going to go in undecided. 

Ms. Guilmette received “lots of let- 
ters” from alumni of Nichols urging 
her to go there, and that’s partly why 
she chose it. 

“It’s small. It’s private.” 

At Greater Lawrence she had a lot of 
attention and everyone knew her. 

“T didn’t want to go to a big college 
where I’d get lost in the crowd.” 

The $5,500 a year in scholarship 
money helped also, and that will con- 
tinue as long as she maintains a 3.0 
GPA. 

Ms. Guilmette said the senior prom 
was one of her highlights at the Tech. 
That’s where her boyfriend, Jonathan 
Fehr, 22, of North Andover, proposed to 
her. She said “yes,” but plans to put off 
the wedding until after college.

“T wish I was closer to the situation,” 
he said. “I really would not look down 
upon (the Warrior name) in any shape 
or form. I don’t view it as being offen- 
sive. I look upon it as being a school sit- 
uation and not as being an affront. 

“T really don’t see that there’s a prob- 
lem. If | had my druthers I’d probably 
vote to have it stay the same.” 

Not all of those intimately involved 
with the 1963 change from the Blue Dev- 
ils to the Golden Warriors feel this way. 

Ed Parker, the High School student 
who designed the first Warrior symbol, 
said it’s fine with him if the logo 
changes. 


Mr. Parker, now a professional illus- 
trator living on Andover’s Carlisle 
Street, has since designed logos for 
Andover soccer teams’ jerseys. 

“T was part of the class when that 
whole thing was changed,” said Mr. 
Parker. “It was pretty much thrust 
upon us at the time because of what we 
thought were narrow-minded views.” 

According to Mr. Parker, a town offi- 
cial wanted to change the mascot from 
the Blue Devils because of religious 
beliefs. 

“The Golden Warrior was not any- 
one’s particular choice,” said Mr. Park- 
er. “If I remember, what we voted on 
was pretty outrageous.” 

Mr. Parker said students made some 
ridiculous suggestions, partially in 
protest, and the Warrior ultimately was 
accepted as part of “a healing process.” 

But Mr. Parker said when the War- 
rior was first selected he never imag- 
ined it would be associated with a 
native American. He imagined the War- 
rior as a hulking, yellow-clad profes- 
sional wrestler. 

“It was kind of a ridiculous name. It 
was kind of a convoluted idea at the 


time. We all thought it 
was,” he said. “I think 
it’s fine to change the 
logo.” 

In fact, while watching 
the latest discussion with 
some amusement, Mr. 
Parker said he’s come up 
with an idea of his own 
rename the teams the 
Andover Colonials. 

“Andover’s one of the 
oldest towns in the state 
and people don’t appreci- 
ate its history. If you 
called it the Colonials 
that would embrace both 
men and women,” he 
said. “If they adopted 
something like the Colo- 
nials, I would be happy to 
draw them another logo,” 

Mr. Parker said when 
he was in school, the 
Warrior was always por- 
trayed as a Western 
native rather than as one 
of the groups indigenous 
to this area.

Parker, “I think that the 
High School kids really 
should have _ their 
choice.”

Railroad Square project approved for Tyer Rubber site 


By Joan Brown 

During the past decade, the Tyer 
Rubber plant on Railroad Street 
remained vacant as numerous 
attempts to revitalize the site failed, 
even during the building boom of the 
mid-’80s. 


That revitalization may soon be 
underway, as the Planning Board 
approved two special permits Tuesday 
night that will allow developer George 
Stern to renovate the property. 


The project, Railroad Square, will 
involve the renovation of the two-story 
plant — about 45,000 square feet on two 
floors — for retail and office use. A one- 
story addition will be built on the 
north side of the plant. The parking 
area, located on the north side of the 
building, will be constructed with 173 
spaces, 


The lower floor of the building will

house retail stores; the second floor 
will be both office and retail space. 

“It’s a typical design,” said Laura 
DeGroot, town planner. The two drive- 
ways to the property will be off Rail- 
road Street, with the drive closest to 
the North Main and Railroad street 
intersection restricted to entrance 
only. 

Though Mr. Stern said he has many 
prospective tenants interested in the 


project, no possible tenants have yet 
been named. 

Planners approved the project with 
21 conditions, ranging from drainage 
and snow removal provisions to a 
requirement that the developer work 
with town officials to provide public 
access to the Shawsheen River. 

But the provision that drew the 
most interest was associated with a 
recently-completed traffic study 
requiring a traffic signal at the North 
Main Street intersection. 

“Our analysis shows that signal pro- 
gression is not enough,” traffic engi- 
neer Sudhir Murthy said at an earlier 
hearing. “The only option... is traffic 
signals,” 

Representatives for the developer 
were not opposed to paying the $125,000 
needed to install three traffic signals at 
the intersection. But they were not as 
anxious to fund a conduit connection 
to the Stevens Street signal, estimated 
at about $23,000,

Under the ongoing Main Street cor- 
ridor study, town officials are hopiag 
to link traffic-signals by underground 
conduit from Chestnut Street to Shaw- 
sheen Plaza. The traffic flow could be 
observed and controlled by computer, 
instead of the current, work-intensive 
traffic studies and resulting manual 
change of each, individual signal’s tim- 
ing. 

The need for the traffic light results 
mainly from the development at Rail- 
road Square. Ms. DeGroot included 
conduit installation as part of the 
developer’s responsibilities.

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Testing

While we are sure the pain of the 
81-year-old driver in the story on 
page 4 is already excruciating 
enough, we feel it important to bring 
up the subject of older drivers.

Why then can we deny 14-year-olds 
the right to drive? Isn’t that age dis- 
crimination too? 

It would be difficult to deny a 
license to an older person, especially 
in a community that doesn’t have 
good public transportation. It would 
be like taking away what an older 
person has left of her independence. 

However, even those of us in our 
50s understand that our sight and 
reflexes aren’t what they were in our 
30s and 40s. 

So we raise the question: 
Shouldn’t the state require testing of 
older drivers? Would older drivers 
be offended if annual testing were 
required?

I drive a foreign car, have a real 
dislike of drunken drivers, am a par- 
ent, am married, am fighting cancer, 
am fairly athletic, love music and 
reading, am partial to fruits and veg- 
etables, and I have a lot of friends. 
One of my 
friends is Sam 
Campbell. 

Some people 
believe reporters 
and editors 
should disclose 
their biases. 

That’s OK with 

me. This paper 

is likely to be 

hard about 

drunk driving, but we aren’t run- 
ning recipes on fruits and vegeta- 
bles. I have the idea that if we report 
on drunk driving perhaps someone 
will be influenced and decide not to 
drive drunk. But we don’t run very 
many stories on fruits and vegeta- 
bles because we don’t have the space 
to do that and we choose to concen- 
trate on more important stories. 

I am the editor of this newspaper; 
although the staff runs it with me, I 
have a lot to say about what we write 
and how much we write about cer- 


tain subjects. 

This is a relatively small town. I 
live here. I have lots of friends here. I 
attend Christ Church, and Sam 
Campbell and his wife, Helen, attend 
the same church. Sam and I even sit 
on the same committee at church. 
We belong to the same tennis club. 

Sam has a lot of friends. He’s a 
friendly guy and he’s the type of per- 
son I admire: He cares deeply about 
people and is willing to go out of his 
way to help them. Sam is a quiet 
doer. He’s not a head banger. He 
understands children; and he is a 
parent. Sam is a singer; so am I. 

I have had dinner once with Sam. 
Helen was in the hospital. It was a 
Sunday. A friend was bringing din- 
ner to my husband and me that 
night. We saw Sam at church and 
asked him to come and share our 
delivered dinner. 

So I guess you’d say Sam and I are 
social friends. 

Now this may seem like none of 
your business, but some of our read- 
ers have made it your business and I 
don’t mind telling you: I am proud to 
say I am one of Sam’s many friends. 
When he was squeezed out of his job 
as principal of West Middle School, 
Sam found out how many friends he 


has: a lot. 

When you edit a small-town news- 
paper you sometimes have to write 
about your friends. There is only one 
way to go about it: You warn your 
friends that you never alter the 
police log and that if they end up in 
it, there’s no way I can change that. 
And when you go to a party you let 
people there know that the party is 
off the record. Otherwise no one 
would ever invite you to dinner and 
no one would ever talk with you.

Negative

determine an appropriate tribute to 
Dr. Campbell. As I reminiscence over 
all he taught me and my son, I recall 
the many discussions in his office, in 
the halls of his school, at West Fest and 
when we met on the streets of the town. 

Above all else, Dr. Campbell under-. 
stands middle-school students. He 
knows them not merely as an age 
between elementary and high schooler. 
He recognizes the subtle distinction 
between “middle” and “junior high” 
students. He sees groups who have spe- 
cial requirements, and sets out to meet 
their needs, whether that means work- 
ing slower, faster or just different from 
the norm. I am impressed by how 
rapidly he learned the strengths and 
weaknesses of each of his departments, 
grades and teams. I observed his 
attempts to improve the school on a 
number of different fronts. When his 
solutions were stymied (either by the 
central office or the teachers), he never 
disparaged either party, but patiently 
explained why he thought others did 
what they did, always with the most 
honorable of intentions. 

When individuals’ weaknesses are 
mentioned to him, he invariably 


replies with an accurate portrayal of 


their strengths. Often I surmised he 
had counseled these individuals, but 
he would never breach his profession- 
alism by sharing that with me. 

I recall how he took a school that 
kept the parents away and turned it 
around to an open school, welcoming 
the parents. In his first year he over- 
saw a massive school clean-up; car- 
cinogens that had been there for 
decades were removed and delayed 
maintenance was completed. 

Through the hard work of parents 
and the principal’s encouragement, 
West Fest started and became an annu- 
al affair, now approaching Clown 
Town’s popularity with students. Dr. 
Campbell was at West Fest every hour, 
talking to his students, their parents 
and younger siblings. 

He is always willing to discuss the 
school and his educational philoso- 
phies. When another appointment cuts 
a meeting short, he schedules another 
session when he can make more time. 

One of his greatest attributes is the 
ability, on those rare occasions it is 
appropriate, to look you in the eye and 
say, “I didn’t know that.” He can say, “I 
made a mistake,” and then find a way 
to achieve the desired result. Too many 
people today cannot say these phrases. 

I reject the proposal of some to 
rename the middle school for him. It is 
not the students and parents who need 
reminding of these attributes — Dr. 
Campbell taught them so well. 

So what is the best manner to recog- 
nize and remember these special quali- 
ties? May I suggest we rename the 
school offices the “Dr. Sam Campbell 
School Administrative Offices.” Then 
we may all be reminded of the impor- 
tance of being accessible, explaining 
our (and others’) philosophies, always 
trying to improve the children’s educa- 
tion, working with all individuals to 


improve their abilities, building on 
their strengths, and perhaps most 
importantly, acknowledging ‘“ I didn’t 
know that” and, when appropriate, 
saying, “I made a mistake.” Dr. Camp- 
bell’s name should be displayed promi- 
nently for those who have not yet 
learned these lessons.

Good Samaritan?” page 39, June 8] 
described a_ situation where 
Andoverites failed to act in timely and 
reasonable fashion upon realizing a 
serious accident situation. 

In our litigious society, the Good 
Samaritan Rule demands that any 
good faith rescuer who stops by the 
wayside to render gratuitous caretak- 
ing must do so reasonably and within 
the expectation of those similarly situ- 
ated as to experience and skill levels. 
Thus, the rule provides for after-the- 
fact allegations of negligent interven- 
tion which can be adjudicated at a civil, 
law trial for money damage resolve. 

The Good Samaritan statute, avail- 
able in most states and in Mas- 
sachusetts as M.G.L. 112 Section 12B, is 
set forth to encourage statutory 
designees to stop by the wayside, gra- 
tuitously, away from usual and cus- 
tomary business locus and render good 
faith caretaking. If property complied 
with, this law exempts ordinary negli- 
gence in advance, thus any later claim 
of misconduct-negligence by the res- 
cuer towards a victim-plaintiff can 
(should) be dismissed by a pretrial 
motion brought by the rescuer-defen~ 
dant. 

However, our Commonwealth desig- 
nates only physicians and nurses (from 
any state and Canada and Washington, 
D.C.) as being protected by the Good 
Samaritan Law. This is a legislative 
directive which holds that only these 
two professionals warrant the special 
privilege and freedom from litigation 
concerns pertinent to rescue-volun- 
teering. 

Not all states are similar in this 
regard to Samaritans for some are 
quite liberal in allowing freedom from 
potential litigation regardless of pro» 
fessional expertise, as long as “good 
faith” operates under the circum- 
stances by the rescuer. Vermont 
expects all parties to render “Good 
Samaritan care” and failure to stop 
accordingly could have legal ramifica-

Win/win: youth 
center in Rec Park 


Editor, Townsman: 


I recently had the pleasure of 


reading Anne of Green Gables for 
the first time, and couldn’t help 
but draw parallels to. life in 
Andover. For a good part of her 
youth, Anne was bound and 
determined to improve the quali- 
ty of life for citizens of Avoniea. 
In her teens, she formed the 
Avoniea Village Improvement 
Society (AVIS) which spent a 
good deal of time and energy 
raising money, and planting 
trees and flowers. By far, their 
biggest project was the acquisi- 
tion and restoration of a large 
social hall (essentially a youth 
center). 

To me, as a taxpayer anda 
father of two, a social hall for the 
youth of a community seemed 


like a grand idea for Anne 
Shirley’s time, and seems like a 
grand idea now. 

At the selectmen’s meeting on 
May 22, a young woman from 
Colorado eloquently stated how 
her former community had suc- 
cessfully built and run a commu- 
nity/youth center, despite being 
a couple of miles outside of town. 
It had become the social center 
for the townsfolk and a great 
source of pride. Mr. Barenboim 
followed by suggesting the idea 
of building a simple barn-like 
building at Rec Park, not unlike 
the one that used to be there and 
call it a community center; and 
like the former building, have it 
serve the community at large.

ANA Synchers head to nationals for second year 


The Andover North Andover YMCA syn- 
chronized swim team, the Synchers, is 
returning to the national championships 
this year. 

At the recent Age Group Sectional cham- 
pionships in Plainville, Conn., the team 
qualified to enter four separate events at 
Nationals. 

The nationals, the United States Age 
Group Synchronized Swimming champi- 
onships, will be held in Orlando, Fla., at the 
end of June. 

According to coaches Genia Gillan and 
Phyllis Cutler, “The Synchers have worked 
very hard and competed very well this year. 
Qualifying in four events was a great finish 

“Last year we were excited to have one 
routine represent the Y in Minneapolis. 
This year four routines will be competing 
in Orlando.” 

The 14-15 team routine qualified with a 
third-place medal. Swimming from 
Andover were Cara Chiaraluce, Julia Conn, 
Nina Conn, Jessie Greene, Julie Tobin, and 
Katya Yerozolimsky, and from North 
Andover were Kim Baker and Erica Otten. 
‘Rhis year’s team event is fast moving, with 
many patterns and hybrid figures, and a 
high-risk platform lift at the end. 

Julia Conn, Erica Otten and Katya Yero- 
zolimsky also qualified with a third-place 
medal in the 14-15 trio event. 

They performed a difficult, high-energy 
routine based on a famous Russian sword 
dance. 

Qualifying in the 16-17 duet with a fourth 
place ribbon were captains Sheila Kyte of 
Andover and Danielle Lightburn of North 
Andover. 

The duet contains gracefully synchro- 
nized patterns and hybrids and features 
music from the Last of the Mohicans. 

Sheila also received a fourth place rib- 
bon for her 16-17 solo, which she swims to a 
ytachmaninov piano concerto. 

The ANA Synchers practice three days a 
week, a total of 8 4 to9 “ hours with an 
optional practice on Fridays. 

In addition to pool time, practice 
includes stretching and endurance exercis- 
es and land drilling. 

The swimmers practice on land the pre- 
cise synchronization of the moves they will 
do in the water. 

Additional time outside practice hours is 
a must for successful choreography devel- 
opment and land drill. 

The 10-month season begins in Septem- 
ber and ends in late June. 

Some team members even continue to 
‘practice into mid-July so they can compete 
in the Massachusetts Bay State Games. 

During the summer, most returning 
swimmers are already choosing music and 
beginning to choreograph routines for the 
coming year. 

Music must conform to strict time lim- 


its: 3 ¥ minutes for solos, four minutes for 
duet and trio, and five minutes for the team, 
and usually follows a medley format, whixh 
is similar to ice skating, to allow for fast- 
moving and graceful synchronization, The 
coaches put together the complex team 
event music and choreography, which can 
take scores of hours to perfect. 

Solo, duet and trio members often choose 
their music and do their own choreography 
with help from the coaches, 

Under-water speakers ensure the swim- 
mers can maintain synchronization even 
when under water for periods of up to a 
half-minute, 


te. 


They must spend long hours practicing 
precise synchronization and learn to com- 
pensate for each other's skills in order to 
produce a routine that looks effortless, even 
though it may be very difficult. When a syn- 
chronized swimmer’s legs are extended 
high above the water, it is difficult to realize 
that swimmers are never allowed to touch 
the bottom of the pool. 

The height is achieved using a very 
demanding stroke called a “support scull.” 

At competitions, routines are judged by 
a panel of five judges situated at different 
positions around the pool. 

A routine is judged on artistic and tech-

Synchronized swimming is a combina- 
tion of gymnastics and dance performed in 
the water and requires superb endurance, 
strength and breath control. 

While synchronized swimming appears 
similar in some ways to ice skating and 
gymnastics, there is a major difference, 
especially as the number of swimmers in a 
routine increases, 

A team may contain up to eight athletes, 
who must learn to work together closely 
and trust each other during difficult 
hookups and complicated lifts. 


nical merit. Each athlete not only performs 
the routines but also must compete in a set 
of four required figures, carefully-defined 
sequences of slow controlled movements, 
usually performed upside-down, which 
demonstrate an athlete’s strength and con- 
trol. 

Figures are rated by a panel of five 
judges and criteria are based on design and 
control for a total of 10 possible points. 

Very few athletes attain a 10 in figures, 
except for high-scoring Olympic athletes, 
such as duet partners Sarah and Karen 


Josephson and soloist Kristen Babb- 
Sprague, who won gold medals for the Unit- 
ed States in the 1992 summer Olympics. 

To place at most synchronized swim- 
ming meets, the figure scores of each ath- 
lete are averaged and then combined with 
the routine scores to obtain a composite 
total. 

In the USA, there are three main compet- 
itive tracks for synchronized swimming: 
Junior Olympics, Age Group, and Junior- 
Senior. 

Each track begins with an association 
meet in New England. By qualifying at the 
association meet, a routine can enter at the 
next level (called zones or sectionals, 
depending on the track). Special regional 
zone meets provide additional opportuni 
ties for competition. 

This year, the ANA Synchers competed 
in eight meets, Next year the team will add 
one more meet. 

Special clinics are held throughout the 
year in each zone, which are open to coach: 
es and swimmers who qualify based on 
their highest routine score at zones. 

This year was the first time that the 
ANA Y Synchers qualified to participate in 
the highly-selective clinic at the Lake Placid 
Olympic Training Center in New York. 


This year was also the first time that the 
Andover/North Andover Synchers received 
a grant from the Women’s Sports Founda- 
tion, in recognition of their recent success- 
es. 

All clubs, private and YMCA/YWCA, 
compete in the same meets. 

The disparity in resources is often a 
major hurdle to overcome, 

Some well-known private clubs have 15 
hours a week or more of pool time, while 
the ANA Synchers are lucky to obtain four 
to five hours in the pool each week. 

The ANA YMCA has been very support- 
ive of their synchronized swim team, often 
finding additional pool hours during the 
weeks off between class sessions and when 
other activities do not occupy the entire 
pool. 

Many of the private clubs have several 
full-time paid coaches and bring in special 
choreographers. 

Most YMCAs and YWCAs rely on volun- 
teer coaches who receive small or no reim- 
bursement. 

The ANA YMCA Synchers attribute 
their success to hard work, highly energetic 
devoted coaches, an active parent volunteer 
organization and a supportive YMCA. 


In the last three years, in addition to the 
annual swim show in the spring, the Synch- 
ers have hosted a New England Association 
competitive meet each year. 

The show and meets are open to the pub- 
lic.

¢ Shape

¢ Other Options

hinges to prolong the life of the 
frame and fit snugly on your child’s 
face. Look for silicone and unifit 
bridges that gently hug the tender 
cartilage of young noses. For the 
younger set, Disney eyewear makes 
eyeglasses even more fun to wear. 
Every frame comes in a colorful 
Mickey or Minnie Mouse case with a 
belt hook so it’s less likely to get lost. 


If you suffer from dry eyes, you 
are not alone. According to a recent 
survey over 33 million Americans 
suffer with dry, red, itchy, burning 
watery eyes. Dry eyes can result in 
photophobia, difficulty wearing con- 
tact lenses, over-dependence upon 
sunglasses, and visual fatigue. 

Maintaining a thick healthy tear 
film on the surface of the eyes is 
important for eye comfort. In fact, 
doctors point out that “dry eyes” is 
the primary reason for a patient’s 
inability to wear contact lenses. 

The surface of the eye and sur- 
rounding tear-producing glands are 
composed of epithelial cells which 
are dependent upon vitamin A to 
maintain their integrity. When these 
cells are exposed to sunlight or toxic 
environments, they generate highly 
reactive oxygen radicals that can 
cause significant cellular damage. 

Millions of Americans rely on 
artificial tears to moisten their eyes, 
especially when outdoors in dry cli- 
mates, in airplane cabins and when 
wearing contact lenses. 

Researchers have been working 
to develop eye drops that not only 
soothe the eyes, but ones that pro- 
vide healing agents. Of particular 
interest is a new over-the-counter 
eye drop, developed to provide an 
array of antioxidants directly to the 
eye surface. 

The topical application of antioxi- 
dants directly to the surface of the 
eyes is immediately advantageous in 
relieving dryness and protecting 
against further irritation of the eye. 

Because antioxidants prevent 
spoilage or oxidation, drops with no 
preservatives are important for peo- 
ple who have sensitive eyes. 

For those adults who suffer with 
chronic dry eye problems, an eye 
examination is recommended. 


You may do sit-ups to strengthen 
your abdominal muscles, pull-ups 
for your arms or pump big iron to get 
your legs in shape. 

But do you know what to do to 
increase the quickness of your eyes 
a crucial element for any athlete try- 
ing to achieve peak personal perfor- 
mance in sports such as golf, base- 
ball, tennis, basketball, skiing? 

Answer: “eyeball calisthenics.” 

That’s literally eye exercises that 
eventually allow you to focus ahead 
of the ball, or the action, so that you 
get the jump on the play and are at 
the right place at the right time. 

There is increasing evidence that 
the eyes can be strengthened by 
proper exercise and care. 

Dr. Don Teig, an optometrist who 
runs the Institute for Sports Vision 
in Ridgefield, Conn., says that being 
able to see detail when motion is 
involved is critical to better sports 
performance. Can you see the stitch- 
es on a baseball moving 100 mph? 
Can you detect the spin of a 110-mph 
tennis ball and see exactly where it 
hits your racquet? 

If not, eye exercises can help. 
Teig’s many professional sports 
patients find they are seeing impor- 
tant things they never saw before. 

“If you focus behind a moving sta- 
tionary object, you'll probably hit to 
the opposite field in baseball, be a 
back rimmer in basketball and putt 
long,” says Teig. “If your focus is 
ahead of the ball, you’ll pick up early 
on ground balls and come up short 
on putts and shots.” 


Maybe kids have always chosen 
sunglasses with an eye toward the 
coolness factor. But parents know 
there’s more to a pair of shades than 
good looks. 

After all, it’s not just young, sensi- 
tive skin that needs to be protected 
from the sun’s harmful ultra violet 
rays. Kids’ eyes need protection, too. 

According to Sun Magazine, 
“Young children don’t have the nat- 
ural protection from UV that adults 
have,” says Dr. Walter Chase of the 
Southern California School of 
Optometry. “That doesn’t occur 
until they’re about 14 or so. 

In the meantime, the sun’s UV 
rays can have a sunburn-like effect 
on the cornea. While the inflamma- 
tion, known as keratitis, usually 
doesn’t cause permanent damage, 
it’s painful. 

Heavy reflections from sand — or 
snow - raise the intensity of the UV 
rays, increasing the risk of keratitis 
or “snow blindness.” 

“It’s just common sense,” Chase 
says, “to protect kids’ eyes.” 

But not just any pair of sunglass- 
es will do. Experts recommend sun- 
glasses that provide 100 percent UV 
protection and distortion-free vision 
through optical quality lenses,

have impact resistant gray polycar- 
bonate lenses and promise 100 per- 
cent UV protection.

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Build a calcium 
savings account with

Did you know that by your mid-20s, you have built up as 
much calcium in your bones as you will ever have? And that 
you start to deplete your calcium supply in later life? 

Health experts say it is important to get enough calcium all 
your life, but especially when you're young. In a sense, your bones 
are like a savings account where you deposit calcium in your youth 
and make withdrawals when you get older, 

Experts agree that milk and dairy products are the best sources 
of calcium. They recommend that adolescents and young adults 
consume three or four servings of calcium-rich foods a day to reach 
optimal “peak bone mass.” Young women ages 12 to 19, who have 
the poorest intake, need calcium the most to help avoid osteoporosis 
in late adulthood, 

Women’s bones begin to thin at the onset of menopause, at an 
accelerated rate for the first five years and then more slowly there- 
after, and men start to lose calcium at around age 65. For these rea- 
sons, experts recommend all adults over age 65 and women under- 
going menopause who do not receive estrogen should consume four 
servings.of calcium-rich foods daily. 

The California Milk Advisory Board offers some easy ways to get 
calcium daily: 

+ Start your day off with the “power breakfast”: Combine one cup 
of ice-cold, low-fat milk, one-half cup of yogurt, a banana and a table- 
spoon of honey in your blender (two servings of calcium), 

+ Enhance vegetable soup stock by substituting low-fat milk for 

half the amount of broth in the recipe (one serving of calcium per 
cup of milk). 
+ One 8-ounce glass of milk or a 1 1/2-inch cube of cheese 
provides one serving of calcium, The calcium content of 
either of these is roughly equal to 
that of three servings of 
broccoli or refried 
beans.

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A healthy diet 
can add inches 


Although dieting is usually the best 
way to lose those extra inches, size gain 
is not always caused by weight gain. 

There are several other reasons why 
some people feel, at times, like they 
should shop for new clothes. 


Women retain varying amounts of 


water due to hormonal fluctuation. Or 
perhaps you can’t buckle your belt at the 
usual notch because you get uncomfort- 
ably bloated due to intestinal gas, 

As Americans change to a healthier 
way of eating, intestinal gas is a problem 
that’s becoming far more common. 

More and more people are switching 
to healthy, high-fiber foods, like beans, 
broccoli, cauliflower, cabbage and fresh 
foods.

Easy-to-follow habit: 
Lifelong fitness 


Almost everyone who embarks on 
a diet never finds the real solution to 
the weight-loss dilemma. In fact, the 
majority of all weight-loss resolutions 
are completely forgotten and disre- 
garded just four short months later. 

“Many people take the wrong 
approach when trying to lose weight 
and tone their bodies,” said Jeff 
Zwiefel, director of The National 
Exercise For Life Institute. 

“Instead of adopting an easy-to-fol- 
low exercise program and learning to 
eat sensibly, they turn to overrated 
liquid diets and starvation techniques 
that simply aren't safe or effective. 
An aerobic workout of at least 20 min- 
utes a day, three times a week is real- 
ly all you need to strengthen your car- 
diovascular system, help maintain or 
lose weight and overcome many 
health related problems including 
diabetes, arthritis and stress.” 

If you like to walk, but find that 
outdoor weather conditions don’t 
always agree with your plans, a tread- 
mill is an ideal alternative. Treadmills 
that combine an upper-body exerciser 
provide a total-body workout. Results 
from a study at a major university 
concluded that up to 79 percent more 
calories are burned and a 53 percent 
greater cardiovascular workout is 
attained with a upper-body exerciser 
then just ordinary treadmills. 

Stairsteppers which provide a safe 
and smooth, non-jarring, rotary 
motion, put less impact on the knees. 
While standing, the user works his 
lower body safely and comfortably 
through the use of rotating foot ped- 
als. An attached pair of arm poles 
allows the user to also work his upper 
body. 

Unlike standard exercise bikes 
that exercise only the lower body, a 
new fitness bike provides a total-body 
workout by combining the break- 
through design of a recumbent 
(reclined) seat cycle with independent 
resistance upper-body arm poles that 
are pushed and pulled while exercis- 
ing. A study at a major university 
found that this kind of exerciser pro- 
vides up to a 30 percent greater car- 
diovascular workout than ordinary 
exercise bikes. 

Cross trainers combining what the 
Sporting Goods Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation lists as three of the top five 
fastest-growing activities between 
1987-1992 — stair-climbing, treadmill 
walking/ running and cross-country 
skiing. This three-in-one machine 
effectively works all of the major 
muscle groups. 

According to James M. Rippe, 
M.D., combining various activities 
fends off boredom and also prevents 
overuse injuries.“The key to losing 
weight and keeping it off is to find fit- 
ness activities that are easy to do and 
at the same time highly efficient,” 
said Zwiefel. “If you choose an exer- 
cise you enjoy, chances are you'll 
adopt a lifelong habit of health and fit- 
ness and ultimately reach and main- 
tain your weight-loss goals.”
